‘AIZI PASHA AND THE YEMEN, 
The rumour, for which there seems to be 
some foundation, that Faizi Pasha’s position at 
Sana is one of great difficulty and danger, will 
be received with regret by all who have follow- 
ed the course of the lutest Yemen rebellion. It 
was in 1892 that Achmet Faizi Pasha first 
attained distinction in the catpaign against 
the Yemen rebels led by Hamid-ed-Din, father 
of Mahmoud Yahya, the present “Im&m” of the 
Yemew- The rebels fought well, Sanaa was 
for a time blockaded; and it was only through 
the efforts of Achmet Faizi that the rebellion 
was finally crushed in 1894. Mr. Harris, 
correspondent, of the “Times” in Moroceo, who 
made his way to Sana from Aden in disguise, 
and was eventually arrested and haled before 
the Pasha gives. an excellent description of the 
general in his account of his travels in S.E. 
Arabia, and his statement that Faizi Pasha 
was the ofe man capable of ruling the Yemen 
if properly supported has been borne out by 
facts. The rebellion died down and for some 
years the province had rest. Then Achmet 
Faizi left. Arabia to command ‘the VIth ‘ Order 
(Army Corps) at Baghdad, and the forees of 
disorder gained strength. No serions rebellion 
however took place till the winter of 1904 
when the Imam Yahya ibn Hamid-ed-Din led 
the insurgents to a series of victories over the 
small and ill provisioned ‘petits paquets’ which

Emir, Abd El Aziz Ibn Rashid, whom the Turks 
Tegarded as their ally. Ibn Rashid was beaten 
and called for "Parkish aid in November 1904. 
Achmet Faizi Pasha set out from Meshed Ali 
with ten battalions of Turkish soldiers. March- 
ing over hundreds of miles of desert he reach- 
ed Hail ar repelled. the Wahabia,*and was 
negotiating'with their chief when the news 
reached him of the fall of Sana. Undaunted 
by heat and fatigue the old general marched 
over the desert to Medina, and by the end of 
May had reached Mecca, having crossed the 
Arabian peninsula with ‘slight - loss. From 
Mecca he marched to Jedda, took ‘ship to 
Hodeida‘and during: June and July organiseil 
the column which was to retake Sana. In th 
middle of August the troops advanced anil at 
the beginning of September the Osmanli forces 
re-entered Sana. The Arabs were unable to face 
the attacks of disciplined troops and when, in 
November 1905 the Imam had retired into the 
most inaccessible mountains of the Sada dis- 
trict, the rebellion. seemed at .an end. But 
neither Achmet Faizi Pasha nor the Imam hor 
any foreign observer had counted upon the 
apathy and mismanagement of the Turkish 
War Office. The troops, unpaid and ill fed, 
upprovided with clothes and medical comforts 
began to grow exhausted. The time-expired 
men were replaced by unwilling recruits from 
Syria and Kurdistan who were marched in 


_| chains from their villages to the depots, and 


deserted whenéver possible. The ammunition 
snpplies were not réplenished and Faizi Pasha’s 
for ‘reinforcement ‘were met by the 
Wespatch of criminals, gaol-birds, re.captured 
deserters, pressed-men of middle age, and boys 
who had‘not been called for military service, 
What wonder that even the obstinacy of 
Turkish troops gave way before the constant 
evidence of callous neglect and criminal want 
of foresight. Every fever stricken soldier who 
returned to the Asiatic ports of the Ottoman 
Rmpire, every sick man who survived the 
horrors of the “passage from Hodeida to Suez 
helped to terrify the Syrians and-Anatolians 
with his tales of the miseries of the campaign. 
Every such witness drove the Redifs called out 
for service in Yemen toa frenzy of terror, and 
every transport bound to Hodeida lost men 
from: desertic the ‘Suez Canal. Bat the 
advisers of th aitan could not, or would not, 
tell the Padishah that the mere despatch of 
soldiers without uniforms and rifles without 
ammunition to Sana was iseless : that against, 
a mobile enemy, 2 mobile well trained force 
thoroughly supplied with eyery essential for a 
tropical guerilla campaign was needed, and 
that soldiers even Tarkish soldiers, require 
food and appreciate good treatment. Matters - 
grew worse and worse, the wastage outran the 
supply of reinforcements, and to-day Faizi 
Pasha with @ dispirited and decimated force 
stands in grave danger of utter defeat.”

The evidence afforded by papyri as to Ro: 
law will soon exceed in value all the 
of the ancient jurists extant, because thése 
documents preserve absolute record of ‘the 
working of the legat enactments ini daily life. 

Evidence relating’ to the’ status’ of slaves! 
under the Roman’ dominion in~ Egypt’ 
been given in “Aegyptiaéa” and now reference 
will be made to another papyrus’ baiting froti 
the Fayoum which has ‘been "edited“by Sir P. 
Mainde Thompson for the “Society of Anti- 
quaries” which illustrates the subject. 

This document concerns the sale of a slave 
to oné Caius Fabullius x an optio upon 
the Trireme Ligris, a galley of the Misenum 
fleet, by Quintos Julins Priscus, a marine, or 
soldier upon the same vessel. ‘The slave was 
only 7 years old and is named ‘Transtluminiani 
which ‘title as the ‘transaction occurred at 
Selencia’ Pieria upon the Syrian coast, prob- 
ably refers to the aie Pen ies the at the 
time easteri boundary of the Roman Empire, 

‘The youth’s name was Abbas Eytuches, and 
the price of his transfer was 200 denarii, plus 
the amount due as, tax upon the import of a 
slave. The deed ix dated May 24 A.D, 166. 

‘The legal formulae of its cotents are inter- 
esting to jurists and students of Egyptian 
history, but. it. is important ir comparing it 
with other similar records. to note that the 
purchaser of the slave «stipulated -for the 
répayment of the sum disbursed in the event of 
a'successfol claim for-restitution “of the slave 
td some prior owner withopt notice of action 
for recovery having taken place, being necessary, 

Asub-officer. of the TTrireime appears as 
witness to the signatntes’ naméd’ C. Julius 
Titianus. It may be that itis to this personage 
we owe the presence of the papyrus in Egypt 
and its consequent preservation beeanse the 
Ptefect. of that country for the year 
164-166 A.D. was Titus Flavius Titianus 
who may have been a near relative of C.J. 
Titianus, ‘The statement that in addition 
to the value of the slave the duty must he 
paid, (doubtless because’ the boy was just 
imported) remind one of the long list of import 
duties found at Coptos by Dr. Flinders Petrie 
which. together with the lengthy inscription 
kriow as ‘The Tariff of Palmyra form our chief 
authorities for the “Douane” of the Romans. 

This is not the. only Egyptian papyrus 
cohcerned: with: sailors” in the -celebrated 
Misennm fleet,’whose naval base was just north 
of Naples, for among the hundreds of Oxyruhyn- 
chus papyri is one containing a letter from a 
young marine from Egypt who had jus been 
entolled in this fleet. The text which is quite 
legible: and, complete, shows that3the young 
watrior was’ writing from Italy to his father in 
Egypt. 

“Apion to Epemachus, his father a lord; 
a thousand times salutation. Before all I trust 
thdt you are well, and ba you happy, yoo arid 
my sister, her daughter and my brother. I 
give thapks ‘to the lord Sarapis that I am 
preservedstrom the dangers of the'voyage. Upon 
reaching Misenum I have reeeived for the 
expenses of the road, from the Emperor, 3 
gold pieces, and I am going on well. I pray you 
loril father write to me a few words, first to 
tell me of your health, Second as to that of my 
brother and?sister, thirdly because I adore 
thy hand, becanse you so well educated me 
that it will soon procure me promotion; I 
hope ;if the gods permit.” 

“Embrace vigorously Capitan, my brother, 
and my sister ; and Serenilla ; and my friends. 
My name (his new one as a sailor) is Antonins 
Maximus, I wish you good health. The centary

PACKING OF EGYPTIAN YARNS. 

Mr. C. W. Macara, chairman of the Inter- 
national Federation in the Cotton Industry, on 
his retarn to England from the cotton congress 
at Vienna, made a statement, in which he said 
that the constitution of the congress was re- 
markable. _ Japan waS now added to the 
subscribing countries, and there’ weré present 
representative men from nearly all the cotton- 
using countries of Europe and from India, offti- 
cials of the railway companies of the Southern 
States of America, the head of the Cottot 
Department of the United. States Statistical 
Bureau, and the presidents of the assttiations 
of American planters. The federation specially 
welcdmed these last-named gentlemen, because 
for many years European spinners have felt 
that they have had serious . ground of compla- 
int arising fromthe condition of the cotton 
balés that come across the Atlantic, and they 
are not without hope that the means of 
removing the evils complained of can be 
devised by personal intercourse. 

The chief causes of complaint are that the 
staple is injured during the process of separat- 
ing the reed from the lint (technically termed 
ginning) that the covering of the ‘cotton is 
ansnitable and incapable of retaining the 
distinctive marks that are lightly pressed upon 
it, and that the cotton is insufficiently com- 
pressed, being little more than half the density 
of an Egyptian bale, with the result that the 
cost of carriage is seriously increased. 

Among the planters’ difficulties are incladed 
the handicaps imposed by various trusts which 
control the bagging, the binding, and the com-. 
pressing of the cotton, which trusts. cannot 
ineet with energetic support from their eus- 
tomers, the spinners of the world. From the 
spirit prevailing throughout the Vienna Con- 
gress it was obvious that this support they 
will bave to the fullest extent.

PORTE’S FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 


——_ 


RAISING FUNDS BY MORTGAGING 
REVENUES. = 


The Constantinople correspondent ’of the 
“Times” s to that journal an interesting 
communicat describing the embarrassed 
finaricial position of Turkey at the present time. 

Thongh their failure may already be pre- 
dicted, the negotiations between the Porte and 
the Deutsche Orient Bank for an advance of 
£1300,000 haye, he says, been interesting from 
more than one point. of view. The money is 
needed to pay Krupps for guns and munitions 
tarnished .by them to the “Turkish Govern- 
ment, and will be repaid ‘out of the revenues 
of the military. armaments fund. As the fund 
is comparatively well administered the security 
is soufid enough; the Deutsche Orient Bank 
is naturdlly anxious to: complete the transac- 
tion, ghich will bring it 7 per cent. interest 
on the capital advanced. 

The Governnient, which for many years 
past has not been in such desperate straits for 
qoney as itis at present, is equally eager. 
The difficulties. in the way are due to the Oppo- 
sition of the Ottoman Bank” and the-Deutsche 
Bank, which, working together, have hitherto 
enjoyed a. practical monopoly of loans and 
advances to the Porte. ‘These two establish- 
ments are so influential both at the Palace and 
at the Porte that, although it is to the obvious 
interest of the ‘State to break down their mo- 
nopoly, the attempt is foredoomed to failure. 
It’s worth noting that their co-operation does 
not seem to be sdelose as it once was. After 
the agreement of May, 1899, they worked 
most cordially together, especially with regard 
to the railways, and they” participated on 
equal terms, taking each 85 per cent. of the 
shares in the Baghdad : Railway enterprise, 
which promised them a rich reward in. the 
shape of profits on constraction loans and the 
exoess of the kilometric guarantees over work- 
Jng_expenses. During the. winter of 1904-5 
they had a serious quarrel, arising“out of the 
competition ot French manufacturers with 
Kropps for the supply of guns to the Turkish 
army. It was, however, the Turks who paid 
the‘damage, in the shape of heavy charges for 
unnecessary loans and for kilometrie  guar- 
antees on needless railway lines, and it is, 
therefore, doubtful whether the quarrel-caused 
any real.estrangement between the banks. 

But the Ottoman Bank has recently ceasetl 
to take the same interest as formerly in the 
Baghdad Railway, whether in deference to the 
wacomprontising attitude of the French Govern- 
ment, or because it recognizes that the finances 
of ‘Turkey are in no position to stend the 
strain which would be imposed upon them by 
the continuation of the line on the exorbitant 
terms laid down inthe convention. .A few 
weeks ago, on the failure of the negotiations 
for a loan of .£T._ 2,000,000 to be guaranteed 
on the receipt of the Lighthouse Company, it 
advanced £ T. 200,000 to the Porte, to’ be 
repaid out of the Government's share ot the 
excess of the revenues ceded to the Public 
Debt by the decree of Muharrem. This excess. 
is now earmarked up-to July, 1910; and the 
action of the Ottoman Bank has greatly 
annoyed the Germans who look to this 
revenue to finanee the Baghdad Railways. As‘) 
sooh as the tfarisaction bscame known the 
German Ambassador protested against it to 
the Snitan, and the Grand Vizier was attacked 
in the German Press for*is share in it. The 
purchase of the Constantinople Quay shares 
by the Ottoman Bank and the Bank of England 
can hardly have been more agreeable to the 
Germaifinanciers. 

Another significant point is the readiness 
which the Turkish Government has again dis- 
played to raise ready. money by mortgaging its 
revenues. The extent.to which this has been 
carried is one of the most potent causes of the 
present embarrassed state of the Treasury. So 
large a proportion of the Government's income 
is pledged for the repayment of loans, &c., 
‘that the remainder is utterly inadequate to 
tarry. on the ordinary administration of the 
Country. It is, of course, always the best and 
most regular revenues which are alienated in 
this way, so that it may be said without much 
exaggeration that the Governnient tow has 
full control only of those revenues which 
foreign financiers do not-regard as sufficiently 
good security on whith tolend money. If, as 
is hoped, the 3 per cefit. Customs surtax comes 
into foree on Jwihe 25, it’ will bring « mueh- 
needed relief. But, even/so, the financial state 


of the country will remain very serious, espe- 
cially as there is every Treason to expect that

the harvest will be considerably below the 
average. This will beadouble loss to the Go- 
vernment. It loses by the falling off inthe 
tithes, and by the increase in the amounts 
which it will have to pay to the railway com- 
panies in kilometric guarantees to make good 
the decrease in their receipts. 'The only people 
who stand to gain by a bad harvest are the 
shareholders of the. guaranteed railways. By 
the kilometric guarantee system, which must 
be considered a standing prooftef the inability 
of Turkish statesmen to cope with Enropean 
financiers, these undertakings make the greatest 
profit when they do the least work. The smal- 
ler their traffic the less they spend in working 
expenses, while the decline in their receipts is 
made up by the guarantees paid by a generous, 
if not very intelligent, Governmétit.

PERSIAN MAHOMEDANS AND 
CHRISTIANITY. 


Sir Andrew Wingate, and afterwards Lord 
Kinnaird, presided at Exeter-hall last week 
over the annual meeting of the Bible Lands 
Missions Aid Society, which subsidises missions, 
chiefly American, in the Levant. Dr. Cohen, 
of Urumia, said that the American Presbyter- 
ians had been at work for 74 years, chiefly 
among the Nestorians, or Syrian Chistians, 
in the hope of ultimately reaching Mahomedans 
through them. He believed the great battle 
between Christianity and Islam would be 
fought in Persia, The Persians were more 
liberal and simple than the Turkish Mahomed- 
ans, and he had never experienced opposition 
or discourtesy from them. There were 400 
Mahomedan boys and girls in the mission 
schools. The open conyerts from Mahome- 
danism, were not ‘many, but they included 
men like the young Kurd physician who 
always prayed inf Christ's name before treating 
acase, and the Sheikh, with 25,000 Kurds 
under him, who had been baptized and who 
exercised a wonderful influence in his villages, 
He believed there were thouginds of secret 
believers, only waiting: for religious liberty. 
The Persian Constitution had come to stay, 
and religions liberty was probably not far off.
